Tenth Annual Exhibition of 
Moose Jaw Agricultural 
Society— Weather not Pro- 
pitious—Complete List of 


Prize Winners. 


Entries for the tenth annual ex- 


hibition of the Moose Jaw Agri- 
cultural Society were greatly in 
excess of any former year, nd were 
it not for the fact that most un- 
favorable weather intervened, the 


| entry list indicated that the display 
| of horses, cattle and indeed of all 


classes of live stock would have 


been astonishing to those who are 
familiar with local show-fairs. 
However, we were again forcibly 
reminded that “man proposeth, but 
God disposeth.” Had mundane 
desires. been appeased, the profuse 
moisture which descended in the 


form of snow onthe day preceding. 


the fair, would have been distribut- 
ed over this section of country in 
the month of July. Many intend- 
ing exhibitors of stock—as for 
instance the Mutch Bros., of Lums- 
'den—who to exhibit would have 
had to bring their stock in on Tues- 
day, were deterred by the snow 
and rain. Notwithstanding this 
obstacle to the enlarged success of 
the fair, the display of horses was 
highly creditable. It is unnecessary 
to particularize — the appended 
prize list gives the names of ex- 
hibitors who in the judge's, esti- 
Ination possessed the most worthy 
animals. 

In the hall was a display of 
ladies’ faney work, paintings, dairy 
produce, ete., that could not have 
been excelled in quality at any 
exhibition in any metropolis. Home- 
made bread, ‘cakes, pies, &c., were 
not omitted, and the press repre- 
sentatives were permitted to corro- 
borate tlie expression of opinion by 
the judges on the quality of some 
most toovthsome: daintie in this 
line. 

No portion of the exhibition was 
magnificent than the class of 
roots and vegetables. Mr. Wm. 
Downs of Buffalo Lake, carried off 


many prizes for these, and when it 


is pointed out that his display was 
pitted in competition against Mr. 
West's (the C.P.R. gardener) whose 
products were the fruits of irri- 
gation, the fact redounds greatly to 
Mr. Downs’ credit.

Gives Evidence ef the Continued le- 
eres ia the Department im Almest All 
en Branches, but the Bate of Gain Ie 
Lewer than at Any @ate Siace 1883, Be- 
fag Only 12 rer Cent.—Ferty seven 
Epitties a Mead. 

The fortieth report of the Britisn post. 
master-general gives evidence of the con. 


tinual growth of the postal department in 


nearly all its multifarious branches, the 
only exceptions being of a purely subordi- 
mate character. The estimated number of 
letters delivered in the United Kingdom 
daring the year ending on March 31 
amounted to 1.81 I. S800, 000 Bat the rate of 
increase for the year was lower than at any 
date since 1883, being only 1.2 per ceat 
The increase for 1892-93 was slighty better, 
being 1.3 per cent, but in the preceding 
year it was 32.6 percent. Still, down to 
the latest date there is a well-maintained 
gain relatively to the population, the num- 
ber of letters per head for the last two 
years being forty-seven, as against thirty- 
seven nine years earlier. The postal 
cards delivered last year were 249,500,000, 
an increase of 1.6 percent. But the great 
increase was that of 7.3 per cent in 
the group composed of book packets, 
circulars, and samples, the actual number 
being 574,300,000, or very nearly 15 per 
head of the population. Of newspapers the 
number was 164,900,000, the increase being 
1.3 per cent. Altogether there is a total 
of 2,799,500, constituting an increase of 2.4 
per cent. and an average of 72.7 per head. 
To this may be added above 54,000,000 
parcels, with an increase for the year of 4 2 
percent. The grand total is the prodigi- 
ous figure of 2, 883,534, 000, the increase bo- 
ing 24 per cent, and the average per head 
@ little over 74. Excepting the parcels, 
about 85 per cent, of the e ee was in 
England and Wales, 29 per cent. taking 
place in the London postal district. alone. 
The large addition to the number of book 
packets and circulars is attributed in a 
great measure to the relaxation in the 
conditions under which circulars, invoices, 
2 3 priser prem of the kind are 
allo to pass through the post. Regis- 
tered letters slow a decline pelea 3 per 


cent. and regietered parcels an advance of 
nearly 11 per cent. 


SIX MILLION NOT DISCOVERED. 


The number of letters dealt with other- 
wise than by delivery exceeded 6,000,000, 
and among these there were more than 500,- 
000 which could neither be delivered nor 
returned. About 34,000 letters were post- 
ed without any address, and of these as 
many as 2,000 contained cash, bills, or 
checks, the total value being £4,000. Book 
packets and circulars are much in default, 
the number undelivered last year largely 
exceeding 10,000,000, being an increase of 
more than 1,000,000 following an increase 
of 2,000,000 in the previous year. One 
reason for this ie thought to consist in the 
alteration of the rules as to the charge for 
redirection. Formerly all correspondence 
was bags 8. for irection, unless the 
second ad.iress was ig the same delivery as 
the tirst. At present, as a general rule, 
all inlard book packets are charged for ro- 
direction, and letters are redirected free. 
The result is that fewer letters Sand more 
book packets are refused when redirected. 
Thus, it is mentioned that in the London 
returned letter office alone, which dealt 
with less than one-third of the total num · 
ber of returnei book packets in the 
United Kingdom, over three-quarter of a 
million of redirected book packets and cir- 
culare were returned as refused“ during 
the year. Thepcstinaster-generel takes the 
opportunity of observing that a certain 
nunber of persons seem to imagine that if 
envelopes are left unfastened letters may 
be inclosed in them, aod sent for a postage 
uf e half penny only. It is pointed out 
‘that the proper postage upon all written 
letters which are not writ’en on post - 
carde is] penny, whether they be open 
or closed, and that the letters posted con- 
trary to this rule are liable to an additional 
charge of double the deficient postage on 
delivery. 

TRANSMITS £41,000,000 oF MN. 


Taking inland money orders and postal 
orders ther, it appeare that the 
British public finds occasion tosend through 
the post office by there means, irrespective 
of other methods, nearly £41,000,000 per 
aunum. In reply to representations thes 
it would be desirable to dispense with for- 
malities connected with the hse of a postal 
order, the postmaster general says the pro- 

does not commend iteelf to his judg- 
ment. He considers the present regulations 
such as should be readily attended to by 
those who desire the securi*y of their prop- 
erty.

For this achievement and his sng (nc 
victory over the Japanese Army at Ping · 
An, after the junction with the main body 
was affected, General Yeh and 100 of the 
officers of the Imperial Army have been 
rewarded by an Imperial edict. 

General Yeh is not the conmander-in- 
chief of the army in Corea, that function 
devolving upon General Liu Ming .Chuen, 
who was Viceroy of Formosa during the 
time of the Franco-Chinese war. Liu is 
looked upon asthe probable successor of 
Li Hung Chang in case of that statesman’s 
removal by death or Imperial edict. At 
least he is the most prominent candidate 
for the succession now in the field.

Electricity in Water. 


The great chemist, Faraday, claimed to 
have demonstrated that each drop of water 
in a thunder cloud is the sheath of electric 
torce sufficient to charge 800,000 Leyden 
jars. The explanation of the phenomena 
of atmospheric electricity is that, when- 
ever water is evaporated, and especially 
when it contains salt in solution, the ris - 
ing vapor ie always to be found electrified. 
This has been demonstrated by experi- 
ments of a very interesting and succeseful 
nature. Plates of porous earthenware were 
placed in water and in the ground, delicate 
lostruments were then associated with 
them in such a way as to be able to trace 
an electrical disturbance set up at the sur- 
face of contact where the sulids and lig · 
uids met. By furtner experiments it was 
proved that whenever water is caused to 
evaporate rapidly by being thrown upon, 
earthenware crucibles heated to redness 
very energetic extremes of positive elec- 
tricity were generated. The positive ele:- 
tricity thus set free by euch agencies ie, 
asa matter of course, carried up by the 
vapors which rise into the air, each little 
particle bearing with it in ite ascent ite 
own proper portion of the charge. The 
vast accumulation of water which rests in 
tne wide basins of the oceans and seas thus 
becomes a perfectly inexhaustible source of 
supply of free electricity.

inces of Ontario and Quebec during the 

uarter ended June 20 ,1894, amounted to 

„480, 256, of which nearly $5,000,000 rep- 
resented the value of the products of the 
farm, the forest aad the mine. 


In 1860 Canada exported 124,320 pound 
of cheese, and the United States 15,515,799. 
In 1870 the exports were 5,827. 782 and 
57,296,327. In 1880 they were 40,368,678 
and 127,553,907. Canada kept overtaking 
her rival, until in 1888 her exports were 
$4,173,267 pounds, and those of the United 
States 85,008,458. Next year Canada wes 
ahead, the last figures being very nearly 
reversed. Io 1891 the exporte of Canada 
were 533,946,365 pounds, valued at $13, 407,- 
470, and those of the United States 81, 0, 
923 pounds, valued at $7,624,648. Theee 
figures. are coutained in 4 Dominion 
pamphlet on the productions of the dairy 
and markets therefor. Practically all our 
export of cheese to Great Britain and 
nearly 50 per ont. of the British import ie 
of Canadian Cheese. Compared with these 
achievements the history of the Canadian 
butter trade is not very satisfactory, but 
the export, ll as it is, is nearly equal 
to that of the United States. In 189% it 
was 7,036,013, valued at $1,296,514. Great 
Britain importe 244,497,008 pounds of 
butter, for which che pays $55,330,591. 
The quantity is rather lees than that of 
cheese, but the value ie double. Canada 
ought to aim for $5,000,000 worth of that 
trade, and then see how much better she 
cando. The little kingdom of Denmark 
sends into that market 96,715,554 pounds 
of butter, valued at 23, 597, 177.
